Mr.  Foster  is  a  successful  hatter,  and  last  but  not  least,  Mr. 
Haskell,  if  not  an  experienced  business  man,  is  a  man  whose 
individual  word  can  be  depended  upon.  “They  are  all 
honorable  men,”  but  when  bunched  together  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  township,  as  these  gentlemen  and  others 
before  them  have  done  in  the  past  ten  years,  tlufy  are  not 
successful  dr  sensible  business  men.  They  began  by  driving 
the  Glen  Ridge  people  to  choose  between  subjection  to  boss 
:  rule  or  secession.  And  they  have  gone  on  from  bad  to 
worse  until  the  township  takes  and  assessments  in  prospect 
are  unendurable.  They  have  made  a  dismal  failure  and  well 
they  know  it  !  Without  excuse,  they  have  brought  the 
township  detwn-to  the  verge  of  bankruptcy;  so  close  to  it 
in  fad.  tliat  even  th*  anonymous,  irresponsible  writer  who 
impudently  puts  “3.(M"  to  the  bottom  of  his  article,  has 
nothing  now  but  the  big  bonding  of  the  township  to  add 
to  evils  that  ring  methods  have  brought  upon  us.  It 
is  thus  admitted  that  they  have  about  “busted”  the  old 
township  and  now  want  to  be  “jrusted”  in  the  matter  of 
issuing  bonds,  the  scheme  originating  in  a  Republican 
Ward  Club ! 

Was  anything  ever  so  ridiculous  ?  Isn't  it  time  for  the 
people  of  Bloomfield  to  wake  up  and  take  their  affairs  out 
of  the  hands  of  such  a  combination  of  citizens,  albeit 
they  are  unimpeachable  as  individuals?

At  tbe  present  time  tberfe  are  about 
40  lighthouses  and  beacons  erected  and 
maintained  by  the  Newfoundland  gov¬ 
ernment.  There  are  also  fog  signals  and 
bell  buoys  at  tbe  moot  dangerous  points 
round  tbe  coast.  These  warnings  cost 
about  $46,000  a  year. 

A  perfect  skeleton  of  the  extinct  Irish 
elk  has  been  discovered  at  Bellalough, 
in  the  isle  of  Man.
